The pational forces on Wednesday
withdrew from Pulaski, and have taken
up & strong position at Colambia. The
rebels occupied Palaski early after the
evacuation. Forresi's cavalry, having
the advance of Hood's army skirmish
ed the greater part of Thursday after-
poon with our picket line in front of
Columbia, but nothing serious grew out
of the matter.
